It is reported Francis Murphy, the 
temperance orator, w ill he licensed to 
preach by the illinois conference this 
fall. Francis Murphy is a remarkable 
man. It has not been a dozen years yet, 
since be wxs a criminal in jail. It has 
not been that long since he caused tho 
death of his wife by drink ami poverty. 
It was not until he saw in his sober mo­ 
ments while in jail, the enormity of his 
crime, that lie firmly resolved to reform. 
When lie was released, lie took the 
pledge, bt value a sober man, and to-day 
the name of Frauds Murphy is a name 
honored on both sides the Atlantic. 
He has done much good by his speeches. 
He lias a practical way of working aud 
an earnest way of talking, which have a 
great in Ii lienee over the intemperate. 
He hits reformed thousands I Kith in Eu­ 
rope aud America, aud still he is going 
on w ith the good work. 


It will soon become a serious question 
us to what must bo done with Hie grad­ 
uates of West Point and the Naval Acad­ 
emy. Already they are turning out more 
graduates than the government has [low­ 
er to utilize, and what to do with them 
will not be an easy matter to st'ttie. As 
to the surplus w hich arc early graduating 
from Annapolis, the board of visitors 
say: “In the opinion of the Inward it is 
necessary that only enough callets shall 
graduate from the Naval Academy to 


m ake good the annual waste of the navy, 
and that Congress should, by careful leg­ 
islation, provide against tho accumula­ 
tion of midshipmen and cadet engineers 
to grow' old iu those inferior grades, to 
tho manifest injury of the naval service. 
its 
discipline, 
anti its 
usefulness.” 
The same difficulty exists at 
West 
Point, and still the nmnlvr of surplus 
eaglets if annually increasing. 
Congress 
w ill be compelled to take some action in 
regard to this matter soon, and undoubt­ 
edly many who have graduated rn itll Hic 
expectation of being " well fixed ’* for 
life, w ill bo disappointed. 


There is a significant difference be­ 
tween the salaries paid the Ambassadors 
and Ministers Plenipotentiary of the 
French Republic and those of the United 
(Rates. The representative at Bt. Peters­ 
burg gets $50,000 a year, while the Amer­ 
ican minister gets cully $17,500. Tho 
French Amliassador at London lias $10,- 
0JO annually, but lie who goes to the 
Court of St. James from the United 
States, gets but $17,500. At Vienna, Mio 
French minister gets $.‘*1,000, and the 
American, $1*2,000. The same difference 
exists in all the diplomatic salaries 
paid by tho two governments. While 
the United States is the richest and moat 
powerful nation oil the ghdx*, it [lays 
smaller salaries to its public sci %’ants 
than any prosperous government in the 
world. The Unit'd States government 
is uot to lie blamed for this, though in 
many instances the comparative small­ 
ness of the salaries paid memliers of tho 
President’s cabinet, and the representa­ 
tives to foreign countries hits been bold 
up as a humiliation. 


Dr. Charles W. Purdy, au English phy­ 
sician, who recently delivered an address 
in 
Chicago, 
on 
tile 
cost 
of 
American 
funerals, 
made 
some 
statements 
which are I icing 
pretty 
severely criticised by the American press. 
He condemns costly English funerals as 
well as extravagant funerals iii this coun­ 
try, bitt his comparisons are not good, 
and uot in keeping with this enlightened 
age. He strongly advocates cremation 
simply from an economic point of view. 
He 
has 
figured 
out 
the cost of 
funerals, tombstones, mid monuments 
in this country, for ISSI), and says, with 
a good deal of astonishment, that the 
awouut is equal to the liabilities of all 
the commercial failures iii the United 
States far the same year. On an overage, 
he says, "funerals cost annually more 
money in this country than the value of 
tho combined gold and silver yield of the 
United States in tho year I SSP. The 
population of the Christian world, in 
round numbers, is about

peoples a little less than one-third tho 
population of the entire earth. At the 
average cost af bury taw tit*

United States, tho Christian world would 
expend annually for funerals, $800,090,-

General Hefferman, who 
has I icon acting as guide for the troops 
deployed in the southwestern border of 
the Stab*, has arrived at Durango, bring­ 
ing news of one of the bloodiest and 
most disastrous encounters lietween tho 
wliih*s and Indians that has occurred on 
.the frontier for years. The causes and 
details are as follows: 
On tho way a band of Pall lites, a tribo 
comprised of renegade bucks from tho 
several tribes, having their homo in the 
Sierra La Sal, and Blue Mountains of 
mali, ut kicked the rancho of J olm Thur­ 
man, on tho Dolores nver, and murdered 
the owner and two cattle herders, muti­ 
lating their bodies ho they were scarcely 
recognizable. 
'Dio fiendish massacre 
worked tho settlers up bi a fearful Htato 
of excitement, and a war was feared. 
Troops were dispatched bi tile scene, Gen­ 
eral Hefliennau acting as guide. Arrived 
at Maroon, it was learned that tho settlers 
wore organizing to march upon tho In­ 
dians. Couriers hod been sent to all the 
settlements to incite the inhabitants b> 
war, and so successful had Iiecn the result 
thot the troops were powerless bi avert 
tile trouble. Beside murdering tho three 
men, the Indians hail raided tile Marcos 
Valley and sbilen 150 head of sbick, tho 
recapture of which was one of the mo­ 
tives of the proposed campaign.

The project on foot in England to 
abolish regimental colors is a signifi­ 
cant illustration of the utilitarian spirit 
now gaining control of the profession 
of arms. 
One of the first aims of this unsen­ 
timental view of war was to reduce the 
pretensions of tho bayouet. This in­ 
strument is at best only tho ancient 
pike, attaclied to that considerably 
more important weapon, the rifle; yet 
it was long the fashion to extol the 
prowess of 44the cold steel” in battle, 
as if far more terrible than any weapon 
whose efficiency was based only on tho 
explosive force of gunpowder. 
The 
civil war destroyed some of this illu­ 
sion for American soldiers. 
Surgical 
records showed tho bayonet wounds 
treated in ennuis and hospitals to be an 
insignificant fraction of tho 
w h o le ; 
while the experience of many battles 
develojied the fact that the so-called 
bayonet charge is usually performed 
with the gun slung across the shoulder, 
much like a parader’s torch, and, in 
most cases, with tho bayonet peacefully 
reposing in its sheath. 
It was the 
rush, not the ste«l, that decided suc­ 
cessful charge#, in all but exceptional 
instances. 
Accordingly, In some in­ 
ventions, the bayonet lias been turned 
into a sort of intrenching spade, or 
anything but a weapon for impaling 
the enemy. In no service, doubtless, 
is the bayonet wholly discarded; but, 
in these days of destructive long-range 
firing, with repeating arms, its uses are 
chiefly for parades aud guard duty. 
A second move has been to abolish 
tho cavalry saber, which, in our coun­ 
try at least, where cavalry arc for the 
most part mounted infantry, is more 
ornamental than useful. Many old cav­ 
alry officers bitterly oppose this disuse 
of their distinctive arm; but practically 
the cavalry in Indian campaigning rely 
on their carbines. The saber is an ad­ 
ditional weight and an empty jingle; 
and hence, though it need not be wholly 
discarded, it is likely to be used only 
for drills and parades, and on a few ex­ 
tra occasions, as in riot duty. Its an­ 
cient prestige i$ gone. 
Tho rataplan of tho Frenchman's 
drum is gone, too. It was strange to 
see France, of all nations, abandoning 
this Instrument. But Genera! Farro 
was inexorable, and ordered it discon­ 
tinued in the Frcncy army. The drum­ 
mer is held to be a man whose only 
function is to make a noise; and of tiffs 
there is always a supply In battle with­ 
out him. It is certain, that he has a 
clumsy instrument to cany about, and 
that he often manages to drop’ it some­ 
where on the battle-field. But tho true 
reason for the downfall of the drum is 
even more utilitarian. Everything re­ 
quired of it can be performed by the 
bugle; and the bugler can also carry a 
rifle, while the drummer cannot. Hence 
France bids farewell to the spirit-stirr­ 
ing drum, and all it# martial associar 
tions are relentlessly swept away. 
Big epaulettes long ago gave way to 
simple shoulder straps; and the huge 
bearskin caps of Frederick’s grenadiers 
ane but rarely seen. To overawe by 
personal appearance Is no longer the 
military aim. Even the Chinese have 
ceased to rely on gongs, and put their 
faith in brceca-loauing guns. The im­ 
posing knapsack of former day s is going 
tho way of other old devices. Our vol­ 
unteer soldiers learned that the blanket, 
tied diagonally across tho body, would 
convey their few toilet articles and limf^ 
Ited wardrobes, on the march, without 
a box strapped upon the back. Cross 
belts and Drosses, once sacred, arc by 
degrees following the Cate of pipe clay 
ana pigtails. 
One of the developments of this ten­ 
dency to rub off the gloss from the fight­ 
ing business is the movement to put an 
end to distinctive coria uniforms. This 
Innovation is bitterly contested wher­ 
ever tried. 
There may be, perhaps, some un­ 
looked-for results in this modem ten­ 
dency to destroy the pomp and circum­ 
stance of war, and to put everything on 
a business basis. Most war is savagery; 
and when Its glamour is destroyed, and 
the combatants made to appear like 
mens fighting appliances, plucked of 
sentiment, its real nature may be better
